Comparing this 
average with the average the 
1933 sale, when fifty-five head sold 
for average $271.55, this year’s 
consignment showed increase 
$106.40 head over that year 
ago. The average was within sev- 
enteen dollars the sale 1932.

the Chester County, Pennsyl- 
vania, sale. true, the price 
per animal has followed the trend 
business, but even that changed 
the sale held May Sunny 
Ridge Farm, Chadds Ford Junction, 
Pennsylvania. that sale fifty- 
six head brought total $14,765, 
average $263.66. This was 
increase $118 over the average 
price received 1933, and was the 
best price received five years. 
Not only did this sale bring the best 
price five years, but included 
the finest selection that the Chester 
County boys have offered any 
time during the seven years sales. 

Year after year they have ap- 
pointed sales committee that has 
worked hard give the public 
good offering. result the 
constant work individuals and 
the committee they were able 
offer consignments 
herds that included real tops. 

For the first time during their 
sales two animals brought over 
$1,000, one $1,200 and the other 
$1,100. 1928 animal was 
sold for $1,110, 1929 for $1,100, 
and 1930 for $1,400, but 
time have they sold two animals 
for $1,000 better. These two

The second high bull 
chased Harry Mumma for 
$225.

This year saw animals into 
more states than usual the twen- 
ty-one buyers the fifty-six head 
sold were located the five states 
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Maryland, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Jacob Tanis Augusta, New 
Jersey, was the high bidder the 
sale securing eleven head for $2,625. 
Other good buyers included: Ray 
Shoemaker, Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, who bid ten head for 
$2,545; Thomas Marsalis, Queens- 
town, Maryland, who secured three 
head for $2,100; William Suther-

This topped the average the sale 
held year ago $45.97. came 
within thirty dollars the 1932 sale.

Somewhere along the middle 
course lies the most surely success- 
ful path. 

One the best jobs establish- 
ing herd under these principles 
that accomplished Gay- 
lord the Gaylord Guernsey Farms 
near Oklahoma City, Oklahoma.

Some types the streptococci 
that produce mastitis may cause 
disease humans who consume the 
infected milk from such cases.

Recent research mastitis has 
shown that contagious disease 
and non-infected animals dis- 
eased herd may become infected. 
Since mastitis contagious disease 
from herd.

Obtaining Mastitis-Free Herd

The nature 
the infection such that the strep- 
tococcus invades the udder, due 
time the normal activity the 
udder disturbed, and abnormal 
milk secreted. Such abnormali- 
ties can detected the various 
laboratory tests for the detection 
mastitis. When the infection 
has progressed far enough, resulting 
injury the udder, scar tissue 
forms. The presence such tissue 
may detected palpation the 
udder. 

The means that are used detect 
the infected cows are bacteri- 
ological examination the milk; 
physical examination the milk, 
and physical examination the 
udder. The three examinations 
should made twice the period 
two weeks. 

What should done with the 
infected animals? Bearing mind 
that sooner later the production 
such animals reduced and that 
they are continuous source dan- 
ger the mastitis-free animals, 
readily seen that eradication 
sale for slaughter the most ideal 
method procedure. The infec- 
tion usually limited the udder 
and the meat safe for human con- 
sumption. very few infected 
cows have the streptococci their 
blood stream; these cases, the 
condition practically always fatal 
and thus such meat does not reach 
the market. 


During the time that mastitis- 
infected animals are the herd, 


few the streptococci that are 
eliminated such animals can 
found living state the barn. 
Therefore, after the cows that carry 
the infection are eliminated, 
still possible for few these living 
streptococci remain and capa- 
ble producing infection. Conse- 
quently, the matter cleaning and 
disinfecting the barn becomes im- 
portant. best carried out 
thoroughness removing all litter, 
scrubbing with lye solution made 
with hot water, and then spray- 
ing the interior the barn with 
disinfectant 
strength. these measures are 
carried out, mastitis-free herd 
created and the barn freed in- 
fecting streptococci. 


Maintaining the Mastitis-Free 


Herd 


BTAINING mastitis-free herd 
only half the problem; the other 
half maintain any benefits 
are gained from eradication.

The following changes the Ad- 
vanced Register and Herd Improve- 
ment rules, recommended The 
American Dairy Science Association, 
June 28, 1933, have been made 
part the Advanced Register and Herd Improvement 
rules for testing Guernsey Cattle. 
CHANGES ADVANCED REGISTER RULES 

NUMBER MILKINGS SUPERVISED ONE 
thirty-six (36) milkings per day, regardless the 
method machine hand. 

NUMBER Cows MILKED. Where the cows are milked 
hand, only one cow may milked time and the 
supervisor must every case position observe 
the milker during the entire milking process. 

Also, only one cow may milked time 
box stall individual quarters. Two, however, may 
milked the same time milked machine and 
standing side side the stanchion line. 

MILKING MACHINES. case single unit milking 
machine, tended one operator, used, two cows 
may milked time, but second man stripper 
allowed. Double units, used, must operated 
singles. The supervisor must keep the milking machines 
under close watch would the person doing the 
milking. The supervisor shall see the tubes the 
machine rinsed, and the machines put together previous 
milking make sure that they contain nothing which 
will affect the accuracy the sample. The machines 
are run idle for few minutes before being at- 
tached the cows. The supervisor shall keep the 
machines under constant watch while being changed 
from one cow another. must sight the 
machines while weighing and sampling. The milk 
from the two cows must weighed and sampled before 
the machines are put the next two cows. 

COMBINE MILKERS. Where combine milker 

samples may drawn directly from the milk 
holder the machine. Samples for testing may 
drawn only after the milk the container has been 
thoroughly agitated releasing the vacuum the 
container admitting air through the petcock the 
bottom the container. The attendant must operate 
the machine not release the vacuum when the 
milker removed from the cow. Not more than four 
units one section may supervised one time and 
but one attendant permitted those units. Scales 
each milking unit must found accurate the 
supervisor previous their use, and must note that 
the weighing indicator points zero before the unit 
attached each cow. 

APPLYING BABCOCK Fat determinations may 
made singly.

Preparation the Cow for 
Milking—Much the success 
maintaining mastitis-free herd 
rests the preparation the cow 
for milking and the care the 
hands the milker milking ma- 
chine during the milking. 

Clean cloths that are sterilized 
between milkings boiling 
steam should used wipe the 
flank, udder The cloths 
should then dipped into chlo- 
rine solution which has been made 
according directions. 

The pail which holds the chlo- 
rine solution should definite 
construction. ordinary gal- 
vanized pail, quart ca- 
pacity, taken and divided into 
halves soldered galvanized 
partition. Chlorine solution 
placed both halves. Individual 
cloths are used preparing the 
cows for milking. After using 
opposite side the pail and not 
used again until thoroughly 
washed and sterilized. the case 
small herd and where the chlo- 
rine solution sufficiently strong, 
two three cloths are sufficient. 
When cloth used wipe one 
cow, rinsed out one side 
the pail and then placed into the 
other half and left there until the 
other two have been similarly used. 


used, great care should taken 
the cleaning and proper steriliza- 
tion all parts. good plan 
dip the teat cups chlorine solu- 
tion before and after milking each 
cow. 

the herd under consideration, 
hand milking always used. Be- 
fore starting milk each cow, the 
hands the milker should 
dipped into chlorine solution and 
dried. This not only prevents the 
carrying any germs from one cow 
another, but also tends de- 
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crease the possibility infecting 
animals the streptococci that 
cause sore throat humans.

from infected udder. 

tion Milk Every Six Months— 
Samples milk should collected 
every six months and examined. 
This important when realize 
that humans may carry streptococci 
which may become implanted the 
udder the cow causing mastitis. 

Test Replacement Animals 
—If necessary buy animals 
for introduction into the herd, great 
care should taken that infec- 
tion will not introduced anew. 
Two methods may followed with 
success adding animals mas- 
titis-free herd. 

Examine the udder and milk 
the cow and have sample 
milk examined bacteriologically 
two weekly intervals previous 
completing the purchase the 
cow. she passes these tests, she 
can safely put into herd. 

Buy the cow subject two 
weekly examinations, but keep the 
cow isolated from the rest the 
animals until the examinations show 
that she not harboring the strep- 
tococci mastitis.
